OVER THE 
SALES MANAGER’S 
SHOULDER

Without a doubt, 
you have been faced 
by many disgruntled 
=. customers who have 
threatened to 
change their source 
of supply because you 
can’t get them the 
goods they want and 
when they want them. 


Granted, this is a hard situation to handle. 
It won’t do any good to tell the customer 
that there’s a war on. He’s heard that too 
long. Let’s see what can be done about 
handling this type of trouble. 


First of all, keep yourself informed of the 
condition of manufatturers who are sup- 
plying you with stock. A few months ago, 
we wanted to buy a certaia type of oil can 
for our servicemen. We wrote the supplier 
of these oil cans with every reason to 
believe that we could get them because 
they had recently been removed from the 
limitation order catagory. But we were 
amazed to find that the supplier had 
enough business on his books, in priority 
and non-rated business taken following the 
canceling of the limiting order, to keep 
his plant running to full capacity for a 
year and a half. 


Many of your suppliers are in similar 
trouble. The pent-up demand for goods 
in this country is beyond comprehension. 


Another thing that can be done is to keep 
yourself informed of the kinds of goods 
available for sale today and keep your 
eyes open constantly for an opportunity to 
switch a sale from one type of product to 
another which you may have in stock. 
Certain suppliers are in better shape due 
to war contract cancellation or due to the 
fact that much of their product during the 
war has been identical with the product 
they will make postwar. 











Elmer Wheeler recently issued another 
' one of his excellent booklets, the title of 
which is “Make It A Sad No.”* It tells us 
that customers remember many things they 
put up with during the war and are in- 
clined to be sensitive. A few minutes 
spent telling a customer in a nice way why 
he CAN’T get something, will pay you 
many dollars later when goods are plentiful.

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Surpluses and Time 


UTBACKS IN WAR CONTRACTS are here and 

with each one, more material is added to the mountains 
of supplies and equipment which are hanging over the 
market as surpluses. There is little time to lose if we are 
going to dispose of these surpluses effectively and not have 
them glutting the market for years to come. 


It is for this reason that it is regrettable that one of the 
three men responsible for setting up the policies under 
which surpluses are handled has stepped out of the picture. 
He is Guy M. Gillette, former Senator from lowa, who has 
served as chairman of the Surplus Property Board during 
its organizational period. Mr. Gillette, after submitting 
his resignation to President Truman announced that when 
he accepted the post it was with the understanding that 
the job would be temporary. 


Changes are inevitable if we are to keep ourselves 
geared to present day needs and conditions but it is 
particularly unfortunate that we should keep losing the 
services of men after they have spent time and effort 
acquainting themselves with the problem of surpluses. 


Several reports made the rounds in Washington after 
Mr. Gillette quit, each story supposedly being the “inside 
reason” for the resignation. Whether any one of them 
was true or whether the circumstances were as simple as 
stated by Mr. Gillette means little at this time. The one 
important thing is that another name has been added to 
the roster of those who “formerly worked on surpluses.” 


The various disposal agencies are making a good 


attempt to sell surpluses assigned to them. They are trying 
to make the sales now, while there is still an active market. 
Although the sales that usually attract the attention of the 
press are those that are made at ridiculously low prices or 
those that involve huge sums, it is a fact that small sales 
are being made daily and at fair prices—fair to both the 
government and the buyers. 


However, with each change in policy the process of dis- 
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posing of surplus goods is slowed down. And there is no 
faster and more certain way of creating policy changes 
than by continual shifts in personnel. This is especially 
true when it comes to top personnel, the leaders who are 
not concerned with operating details but who set up the 
houndaries within which others operate. 


Will Clayton first had the job of determining policy 
but he relinquished the post when Congress adopted the 
Surplus Property Act which Mr. Clayton, incidentally. 
did not favor. He was followed by Mason Britton who 
took on the assignment until the new three man-board 
could get itself organized and functioning. When Mr. 
Britton resigned he was succeeded by Col. Alfred F. 
Howse who is still Surplus Administrator. 


It is fantastic to think that a private concern could 
continue to operate smoothly in the face of such frequent 
personnel changes. It is equally as fantastic to think of a 
government policy-making agency withstanding such 
changes without efficiency and effectiveness suffering. 

It may be, as some said months ago, the Surplus Prop- 
erty Act is not If this is so, demands for 
changes should be made upon Congress. 


workable. 


Maybe, as others have contended, the holding agencies 
are too reluctant to declare surpluses with the result that 
the disposal agencies are hamstrung. If this is so, there 
are ways of correcting the condition. It has been sug- 
gested that holding and disposal agencies appoint joint 
committees whose job it would be to ferret out surpluses 
and put them on the market now. 

Maybe, as others have charged, the whole matter of 
surpluses is political dynamite. 

The maybes could go on forever but there’s no maybe 
when it comes to these cold facts: 


Surpluses are a gigantic problem and one that affects 
the future of industrial distributors. The time to set a 
definite course of action and to follow it is now.

Mr. Duncan is well qualified for the post, having just 
completed four years of service as a dollar-a-year man in 
Washington. He has been in a position to see both sides 
of the picture being a distributor and a government man 
at the same time. 

Serving on the committee with Mr. Duncan are four 
other distributors whose experience in the field equip 
them admirably to do a good job. They are H. H.

“An Atlantic Coast Port”’ 


Napoleon's maxim that an army 
travels on its stomach fails to include 
concurrent needs for adequate clothing, 
gasoline and oil for its vehicles and the 
tremendous variety and quantity of am- 
munition for its guns. These, too, present 
major supply problems for the mecha- 
nized modern army. 

In World War I, our Allies provided 
much of our equipment and food. In con- 
trast, the United States now finds it 
necessary to supply practically every- 
thing to its soldiers in the field, plus ad- 
ditional large amounts for its Allies. We 
sent, for example, more to Africa for 
that single campaign than we did to 
Europe for all of World War |. At times 
during this war, we provided the World 
War |! total to the European theater 
within three months. Yet the European 
theater is but one of seven which we 
supplied. 

The Army Service Forces were organ- 
ized to meet these unprecedented de- 
mands. Included, among others, are the 
familiar technical services — Quarter- 
master, Ordnance, Engineers, Chemical 
Warfare, Signal and Medical — plus a 
new branch, the Army Transportation 
Corps. The latter has the responsibility 
of transporting troops, their equipment 
and supplies, to and from the theaters of 
war, of making certain that men and 
materials are in proper condition for the 
voyage, and of maintaining supply levels 
for oversea commands. It forms the con- 
necting link between the sources of sup- 
ply and the battlefronts — is in effect a 
giant distribution organization, the larg- 
est the world has ever known. Much of 
its work has been clothed in secrecy for 
obvious reasons of military security. 

Now, some of that story can be told. 
Here, the “Atlantic Coast Port" that 
figured in so many news dispatches is 
revealed as the New York Port of Em- 
barkation — from which sailed half of 
our armies overseas and a third of their 
supplies. More than 60,000 people —haif 
military, half civilian — have been en- 
gaged in this tremendous job, here des- 
cribed for the first time.

most in teamwork between hundreds of 
agencies are vital. This requires a com- 
plex organization, but without time-con- 
suming red tape on the one hand, or 
confusing lack of records on the other. 
A graphic instance of the essential 
nature of logistics in modern war was 
provided by Rommel’s push into Egypt. 
An American convoy sailed from New 











York, carrying supplies to the British 
by way of the Cape of Good Hope. One 
ship, carrying Sherman tanks and com- 
bat vehicles essential to Montgomery’s 
armies, was lost off the West 
When the news was radioed back, copies 
of the ship’s manifest were studied and 
depots and manufacturers scoured for 
duplicates, which were rushed to New 
York. Three days later, the fast Seatrain 
Texas New York without 
escort. It caught and passed the original 


sailed from 


convoy—to deliver its cargo of some 250 
tanks and half-tracks 36 hours before 
the battle of El Alamein. That cargo 
turned Rommel and saved Cairo! 
Again, 54 vessels were combat-loaded, 
with the position of each item planned 
precisely so that, in unloading, items 
wanted first would come off first—in the 
face of potential storms and without 
unloading facilities. Those

BF the Success of the attack. 
The organization which accomplished 
these miracles follows the general line 
of Army organization (see chart). It 
is a field installation of the Transporta- 
tion Corps, Army Services Forces, under 
command of Maj. Gen. Charles P. Gross, 
Chief of Transportation in Washington, 
who in turn reports to Gen. Brehon 
Somervell, Chief. Army Service Forces. 
The New York Port of Embarkation 
(hereafter NYPE) is commanded by 
Maj. Gen. Homer M. Groninger, as- 
sisted by Maj. Gen. W. M. Goodman, 
deputy port commander, second ia com- 
mand and also Oversea Supply Officer. 
Also assisting is a Deputy for Opera- 
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tions, Col. Hans Ottzenn, who is respon- 
sible for co-ordinating the activities of 
all operating divisions. 

The Port Commander commands 
through a Chief of Staff and a General 
Staff, who handle such matters as Per- 
sonnel, Intelligence and Security, Train- 
ing and the like. The Training Division, 
for example, trains certain Transporta- 
tion Corps units, such as headquarters 
and port companies for overseas service. 
Two ships, too slow for convoy service 
are assigned to the Water Division, 
NYPE, for training purposes. They 
provide practice in deck and ‘tween- 
deck loading, night operations and load- 
ing dangerous cargoes —all phases of 
military stevedoring. Most problems are 
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Seneral, carry out and supervise all 
ivities in their fields. In matters of 
oversea supply, the Oversea Supply 
Officer command authority 
over the Port Technical Services for all 
matters pertaining to oversea supply 
which have been delegated to the Over- 
sea Supply Officer by the Port Com- 
mander. Staging areas, Port Terminals 
and the Philadelphia Cargo Port are 
separate military commands, each with 
its own headquarters, but responsible 
to the Commanding General, NYPE. 
Port Terminal commanders report 
through the Commanding Officer, Port 
Terminals, who is an administrative 
officer concerned mainly with all house- 
keeping functions at all Terminals. He 
also directs training and discipline of 
all personnel assigned to the Terminals 
(including prisoners of war working 
there). In many of these duties, he 
links up with the Second Service Com- 
mand (the New York Area). 
Incidentally, troops on their way over- 
seas are under orders of the Command- 
ing General, NYPE, from the time they 
arrive in the staging area until they are 
debarked in the theater of operations. 
Each troopship has a transport com- 
mander, with the authority of a post 
commander, who represents NYPE. 
Each cargo ship similarly has a cargo 
security officer with responsibility for 
the cargo until unloaded. Vital military 
supplies never move unattended!

s “Rear Echelon’ Is 


3,000 Miles from the Front 


The mighty New York Port of Embarkation, em- 


ploying over 60,000 individuals, is in reality 


the American base for our European operations 


About 62,000 civilian and military 
personnel, more than the population 
of Hoboken, N. J., or Santa Monica, 
Cal., are involved in operation of the 
New York Port of Embarkation. 
Nearly every possible occupation is 
represented in the working force— 
which has handled the embarkation 
of about half of all American troops 
overseas and more than a third of 
the war-cargo tonnage shipped from 
the United States. These people work 
in a sprawling installation centered 
in New York but including installa- 
tions as much as a hundred miles 
away, and as far as 40 miles inland. 
All are interconnected by rail, high- 
way and water so neither enemy 
action nor natural catastrophe could 
interrupt flow of men and supplies. 

We have not, for reasons to be 
given later, built the tremendous 
overseas bases which characterized 
World War I. It is much more prac- 
tical to make the Port of Embarkation 
the base—actually a rear echelon for 
the troops 3,000 and more miles away. 

Physical facilities of the Port are 
principally ten terminals and three 
staging areas. Terminals are con- 
glomerates of piers, warehouses, out- 
door storage lots and processing lines. 


They are scattered over 50 miles of 
New York Harbor waterfront, major 
ones in the city itself. They are the 
focal point of the nation’s rail, high- 
way and water lines. Ramps lead 
directly from the huge warehouses 
to piers. All available types of mate- 
rials-handling devices are used to 
move tremendous quantities of vital 
war material from warehouse floor, 
storage lot, processing line—or even 
railway car—in carefully calculated 
amounts to the holds and decks of 
ships. 

Staging areas are really camps. 
There troops to be sent overseas, or 
coming back, are collected. 

To provide some understanding of 
the operations of terminals and stag 
ing areas in association with the map 
on the facing page, each will be 
identified and described in turn. 


Terminals 


Brooklyn Army Base (First Ave. at 
58th St., Brooklyn) —Headquarters of 
the NYPE are here, as well as the 
largest storage warehouse in the 
world. The latter has an _ interior 
“well” for direct unloading of freight 
to any floor of the building. Total 


storage space is 3,873,200 sq. ft., plus 
six piers and storage capacity for 
450 railroad cars on a 48-acre plot. 


Bush Terminal (First Ave. at 46th 
St., Brooklyn )— Here there are 1,500,- 
000 sq. ft., of storage space, trackage 
for 150 cars and eight piers. 


Staten Island Terminal (Stapleton, 
S. I.)—This is the former New York 
Free Port, plus the former Pouch 
Terminal. It has ten piers, trackage 
for 235 cars and 4,000,000 sq. ft. of 
storage space, plus large outdoor 
areas. This and the two preceding 
terminals handle about half of all 
shipments from the NYPE. 


Port Johnston Terminal (Bayonne, 
N. J.)—Processing point for wheeled 
equipment to be shipped in assem- 
bled form. It has a large processing 
building through which vehicles pass 
on an “assembly” line for removal 
of breakable accessories, greasing, 
oiling, repainting, stenciling and 
rustproofing. When processed, a 
vehicle can withstand ocean weather 
for six months or more, yet can be 
readied for action in a half-hour or 
less. This terminal has large open 
storage space and lighter facilities. 
Some 10,000,000 bd. ft. of lumber 
are in temporary storage here for 
fabrication into boxes for Engineer 
equipment and some vehicles.

North River Terminal (Pier 86, 12th 
Ave. & 46th St., Manhattan) —Prin- 
cipal troop embarkation point, this 
terminal has seven large and long 
piers, five of which are British. Troops 
are brought to the pier in ferries, and 
pass directly aboard ship, among 
troopships being the world’s largest 
and fastest liners. 


Army Postal Terminal (Several lo- 
cations—Handles military personnel 
who operate the Embarkation Army 
Post Office, 464 Lexington Ave., 
N. Y. C., where letter mail is han- 
dled, and the tremendous Postal 
Concentration Center, the 976x619- 
ft., single-floor building on the site 
of the former Madison Square Gar- 
den Bowl, Long Island City, which 
handles packages. This building, con- 
structed in four months, handled last 
year’s pre-Christmas rush, 2,300 
soldiers doing final classification of 
mail pre-sorted by many Post office 
employees in the building. This 
Terminal has handled almost 9,000,- 
000 letters and packages in a day. 


Fox Hills Terminal (Rosebank, S. I.) 
—Port Battalions and task units are 
housed here while receiving final 
training. Personnel assigned to the 
Port are also quartered here. 


Howland Hook Terminal (near Port 
Ivory, S. I.)—Petroleum products in 
containers are stored here, because 
of ease of access from New Jersey 
refineries at Bayonne and Elizabeth. 


Special Services Supply Division (50 
Jay Street, Brooklyn, with an Assem- 
bly Branch at 123 East 22nd Street, 
Manhattan) — Ships __ informational 
and entertainment material to troops 
abroad, handling as many as 4,000,- 
000 magazines and 5,000,000 informa- 
tional and instructional booklets a 


month. It is really not a terminal at_ 


all, except that it has a plant and 
warehouse.

terminal facilities. However, when 
sources of supply, loading facilities 
or convoy schedules make it advis- 
able, supplies may be sent from other 
Ports of Embarkation or their sub- 
ports. At the present time, nine ports 
on the Atlantic coast are utilized for 
making shipments to the European 
and Mediterranean theaters of opera- 
tion. The Commanding General, 
NYPE, has command authority over 
these other ports in all matters per- 
taining to the supply of the theaters 
for which he is responsible. 


Staging Areas 


There are three staging areas of 
the NYPE: Camp Kilmer, near New 
Brunswick, N. J., Camp Shanks, at 
Orangeburg, N. Y., and Fort Hamil- 
ton, Brooklyn. 

Troops on incoming trooptrains 
never know the identity of the stag- 
ing area they are entering until they 
leave the train—and even then are 
not permitted to tell anyone outside 
where they are. Each unit is routed 
to barracks that will be its home for 
its stay—a few days to two weeks. 

At the camp, most important busi- 
ness is final inspection of clothing, 
equipment, weapons and physical 
condition. Worn clothing or shoes 
are exchanged, two physical exam- 
inations and a dental checkup are 
made. Weapons are checked for ac- 
curacy and dependability, watches 
are reset, binoculars are serviced. 
Each soldier receives a set of im- 
pregnated clothing, impregnite paste, 
eye shields, cellophane anti-gas sack 
and a new gas mask of the latest 
type. Lectures and drills are given 
on abandoning ship, mail censorship, 
security regulations, and conduct 
aboard a transport. Life insurance 
and allotments are arranged, wills 
are drawn, powers of attorney are 
drafted, cards are provided for an- 
nouncement of arrival overseas. 
Chaplains hold services, mass ath- 
letics are carried on, entertainment 
is provided — everything possible is 
done to put each man’s mind at ease. 


When orders come, trucks cart bar- 
racks bags and the troops march be- 
hind a band. An exact routine—which 
makes it possible to entrain a whole 
battalion with baggage in 4 minutes 
—is followed in loading. Trains carry 
them to a ferry, which sails across 
the Hudson to a pier head at one of 
the Port Terminals. Red Cross ladies 
and band music serve to ease the 
strangeness while the men maintain 
their positions and are checked 


aboard ship. 


Staging areas also receive return- 
ing soldiers, providing hot shower, 
general cleanup, a traditional Ameri- 
can meal (including steak), phone 
call or telegram home, exchange of 
clothing and equipment, provision of 
funds, exchange of foreign currency 
and cashing checks or money, ar- 
ranging transportation home — get- 
ing men on their way in 24 hours. 

Wounded (16,674 in January of 
this year alone) return on troop 
transports also. The NYPE prepares, 
provisions and staffs with medical 
officers and corpsmen all of these 
ships. Red Cross women go aboard 
with baskets of candy and magazines 
to ease the unloading period. Am- 
bulances and even buses stop at the 
pier canteen before it goes on to the 
hospital. Patients go to the station 
hospitals at Camp Shanks (2250 
beds) and Kilmer (2000 beds), the 
Halloran General Hospital, Willow- 
brook, S. L., or the Mason General 
Hospital, Brentwood, L. I. Process- 
ing is actually the same as for any 
other returnee, but it is speeded up 
for ambulatory cases and adapted to 
bedside for litter patients. Everything 
possible—even to passes, advances on 
salary and steaks—are provided for 
those able to take advantage of them. 
But, again, the effort is to get the 
man on his way within a day or two 
to a hospital near his home where 
definitive treatment can be given. 

Time, the most important factor to 
the Army in sending men and sup- 
plies overseas, is recognized as the 
most important factor to the return- 
ing service man as well.

all theaters. These must be rationed 
very carefully to the theaters where 
they are most needed immediately. 

In the main, “non-controlled items” 
are those for which production is 
adequate to meet supply require- 
ments. Included are items consumed 
at a constant rate, like rations. Levels 
are established by the War Depart- 
ment for each theater on the number 
of troops there. The Oversea Supply 
Division is responsible for maintain- 
ing at least those levels in the theaters 
it supplies, and for seeing to it that 
instruction regarding minimum and 
maximum levels, as established by 
the War Department, are observed. 
Such items—those supplied at a uni- 
form rate—are ordered by requisition. 

This meant that there had to be 
close coordination between supply 
services on both sides of the Ailantic 
if material was to reach the combat 
armies when and where they needed 
it. This coordination covered thou- 
sands of requisitions (the Jan., 1945, 
totals: mail and courier, 22,646; tele- 
type 11,162; cables, 2,885.) It in- 
cluded all depots and Port divisions 
as well—of all operations, in effect. 
Work of both Depots and Divisions 
will be described in detail later, but 
some explanation of their functions 
must be inserted here for better 
understanding. 


Depots 


In reality, depots are warehouses 
or storehouses, in suitable locations. 
Some are under control of a par- 
ticular Technical Service (as a 
Quartermaster Depot, Ordnance De- 
pot) and are located at the center 
of areas producing the items they 
stock. Others are combined or as- 
sembly depots, where elements from 
several services are “married” or 
combined in proper proportions. In 
any case, the depot is connected by 
suitable transportation means with 


the NYPE.

Operating Divisions 


Central agencies at the NYPE are 
the Port Transportation Division, the 
Water Division and the Postal Divi- 
sion. Assisting are the specialized 
Troop Movement Division and the 
Initial Troop Equipment Division. 

Before a convoy could sail, these 
agencies, by coordinating with other 
activities, by issuing directives and 
by preparing schedules, had to in- 
sure the presence at the Port of the 
correct number of ships of the right 
kind at the proper time, through the 
Office of the Chief of Transportation, 
Washington. They also had to insure 
the mitutely scheduled flow toward 
vessels of the correct number of 
treops and proper amount of sup- 
plies from the various supply services, 
properly processed and ready for em- 
barkation and loading. The whole 
series of operations had to be per- 
formed on a flexible and constantly 
changing schedule, at urgent tempo 
and greatest possible secrecy, yet 
without jamming the Port. 

The Port Transportation Division 
regulates and coordinates the move- 
ment of all military supplies, equip- 
ment and personnel by rail and high- 
way to, from and through the Port. 
It also operates and governs all these 
types of transportation within the 
Port. It accomplishes all coincident 
freight and storage operations, main- 
tains and processes railroad equip- 
ment for shipment abroad and checks 
all in-transit supplies for proper 
packing or crating and correct, clear 
marking. To coordinate its opera- 
tions, it keeps continuous records 
and control of locations of all items 
in transit in an elaborate room. 

The Water Division loads and 
transports all cargo, procures, con- 
verts, maintains, supplies and oper- 
ates transports carrying troops to 
and from~the Port. It must make 
maximum use of the available cargo 
space, yet meet convoy sailing dates 
without waiting for ideal cargo com-

binations. A complicating factor is 
use, in this war, of decks for carry- 
ing bulky (difficult-to-stow) cargo. 
To do its job, the Water Division 
must have complete data on the num- 
ber and types of ships in each con- 
voy, their specific destinations, the 
rate at which they will become avail- 
able for loading, and various other 
factors. To retain essential flexibility 
in the midst of this complexity, a de- 
tailed control room and system and 
close liaison with the Port Trans- 
portation Division and other agencies 
must be maintained. 

Safety of cargo is the responsi- 
bility of the NYPE from the time 
it is received until it is unloaded at 
the port of debarkation. All cargo 
ships operated by the Water Division, 
as well as others carrying Army 
cargo, such as War Shipping Ad- 
ministration vessels, have a cargo 
security officer assigned to them. He 
is responsible for proper handling 
and safeguarding of military supplies 
and impedimenta during the voyage, 
and must be prepared for any even- 
tuality not the direct responsibility 
of the ship’s master. 

Mail is so important in maintain- 
ing both troop and civilian morale 
that it is treated practically on a level 
with equipment and supplies. All 
mail addressed “c/o Postmaster, New 
York City” and all for troops being 
staged is handled in special installa- 
tions, created for speed and accuracy, 
by the Port Postal Division. Last 
year, this division handled a billion 
and a half letters, plus almost six 
million sacks of parcels. In addition 
it handles incoming and outgoing 
V-mail (including microfilming and 
air-despatch of outgoing mail, fac- 
simile enlarging and despatching of 
incoming mail), undeliverable mail 
returned from overseas, all cables to 
military personnel abroad, and cor- 
rection of wrong or incomplete ad- 
dresses. The latter requires elaborate 
locator files that index millions of 
individuals and thousands of anits. 
Mail is subdivided by company units, 
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tied in packages and sacked for de- 
livery overseas or to staging areas. 
The Mail Division has no ships or 
planes of its own, so must maintain 
close liaison with the Water Division, 
WSA, Navy, ATC, British Ministry 
of War Transport and all commercial 
shipping lines to use available ship- 
ping space. 


The Troop Movement Division 
plans and supervises the movement 
of all personnel, military, civilian or 
prisoner of war, through NYPE 
staging areas and terminals. From 
War Department Movement Orders it 
plans when, where and how for any 
specific movement and issues Port 
Movement Orders. It also maintains 
liaison between the Port and oversea 
theaters. 


Movement of troops through the 
port and other associated embarka- 
tion points requires issuance of 
“forcemarked” or field equipment to 
both units and individuals. The 
Initial Troop Equipment Division 
coordinates all these activities, check- 
ing for and filling any shortages in 
equipment of men or units, such as 
clothing, gas masks, medical sup- 
plies, ranges and kitchen utensils. 
It also issues any special equipment 
required in the particular war the- 
ater, such as special clothing or 
mosquito netting, etc. 


The heaviest supply assignment, 
however, is that of the Oversea Sup- 
ply Division. The Oversea Supply 
Division is under the command of 
Maj. Gen. William M. Goodman. As- 
sisting him are Col. George E. 
Wrockloff, executive; Col. Louis E. 
Cotulla, Chief. Operations Branch; 
Col. G. W. Carlson, Asst. Chief, 
Operations Branch; Lt. Col. Harley 
D. Brown, Chief, Administrative 
Branch; Lt. Col. John W. Mason, 


Chief, Statistics & Reports Branch; 
Lt. Col. Thomas M. Bickham. Chief, 
Planning & Control Branch. It as- 
sures the shipment of 4 to 5 tons of 
initial supplies to each infantryman, 
6 to 7 tons for each Engineer—and

thereafter the supply of about 4/5 
ton per month per man (earlier, it 
was a full ton). It maintains certain 
supplies, such as rations, at an auto- 
matic level for every unit in the the- 
aters of war for which NYPE is re- 
sponsible. It also and 
extracts all requisitions from theater 
commanders, sets up orders on depots 
or other sources, follows through to 
see they move when they should and 
reach their destination safely. It as- 
signs priorities (four are estab- 
lished), allocates cargo — and main- 
tains Port reserves of rations and 
vehicles to fill requisitions or odd 
cargo spaces. 

All this demands coordination be- 
tween supply services on both sides 
of the Atlantic and through all divi- 
sions of the NYPE back to depots 
and other sources of supply. The 
Port Transportation Division must 
call in supplies so the Water Divi- 
can load them efficiently on 
ships, each to make a particular con-

sion 


voy or particular ship. (Convoys are 
fast or slow, and usually alternaie 
on a 5-day sailing schedule.) Further, 
time must be allotted for editing 
(breaking a requisition into parts by 
source of supply), dispatching of 
orders, loading, shipping, etc., so sup- 
lies reach the Port just when needed 
for loading—not so early they clog 
the terminals or so late they hold a 
ship. 

To coordinate all operations, the 
Oversea Supply Division developed 
the chart on page 90 on which are 
shown the five important limiting 
dates in the 52-day cycle for process- 
ing a requisition and shipping the 
“order”. The chart has proved so 
useful it is now in use by all other 
Ports and by the War Department. 
These five periods are: 


1. Editing and Dispatch Period 
(10 days). Requisitions not requir- 
ing War Department approval are 
edited and dispatched to depots. 
Remaining requisitions are dis- 
patched to the War Department 
for approval. The end of this

period is called the “cut-off date” 


(COD). 


2. Processing Period (10 days). 
Requisitions are processed in de- 
pots and in the War Department, 
and supplies are prepared for ship- 
ment to depots. The end of this 
period (in which, as far as prac- 
ticable, supplies are set up for 
shipment to ports) is called the 
“initial date” (ID). 


3. Set-Up Period (7 days). Sup- 
plies are set up for shipment and 
start moving to ports. The period 
end is the “limiting date” (LD). 


4. Movement Period (10 days). 
Supplies move from depots to 
ports. The period end, when all 
supplies must be in ports, is the 
“deadline date” (DD). 


5. Loading and Shipping Period 
(15 days). Supplies are loaded 
aboard ship and shipped. The 
period end is the “last shipping 
date” (LSD). 


This provides the framework for 
routine processing. Frequently, of 
course, periods will overlap. Further- 
more, all work in a given period is 
not held at the processing point until 
the limiting date; finished items are 
immediately passed on to the next 
step, to build a time reserve against 
inevitable time losses later on. Thus, 
for example, some items for May 
shipment were ready late in April, 
and so on. As a VE-day control, 
requisition numbers have for some 
time included the letters “SHP” or 
“STO,” the first indicating “ship” 
regardless of VE day and appear- 
ing on maintenance supplies, the 
second meaning “stop” and applied 
to special combat equipment. 

Urgent requests are processed im- 
mediately and shipped on first avail- 
able convoys, without regard for the 
shipping schedule or processing 
limitations. As a case in point, just 
before D-day, 250 50-ton jacks were 
requisitioned at top priority, to be

Manufacturers and Army depots 
were called at once to determine 
available stocks, while another group 
began a survey of garages around 
New York. Fortunately, stocks were 
sufficient. 


Another key shipment was one of 
stream-crossing equipment. Late, 
very late, in January, 1945, the job 
of extracting certain urgent requisi- 
tions was completed. A major por- 
tion of the items were loaded and 
sailed by Feb. 22. By Mar. 15—less 
than three weeks—the balance of the 
needed items was at sea. That equip- 
ment was in use ten days later, car- 
rying troops and equipment across 
the Rhine to smash the Wehrmacht. 

Incidentally, the NYPE has no re- 
sponsibility for procurement of spe- 
cialized Air Force equipment or 
items. The theater simply notifies the 
NYPE how much space is required 
in ships for Air Force equipment 
and indicates the priorities. If re- 
quirements are too great for avail- 
able shipping, the Oversea Supply 
Division back to readjust 
amounts or priorities, with the AAF 
or through the theater commander as 
required.

While the great majority of ship- 
ments from NYPE are made from 
the terminals here described, other 
Ports of Embarkation or their sub- 
ports also are utilized. For example, 
Philadelphia Cargo Port, under di- 
rect command authority of the com- 


manding General, NYPE, for all 
operations, is used. It functions as 
a subport. In addition, the volume of 
supplies was so great use of all other 
ports along the Atlantic seaboard 
was required. These Ports of Em- 
barkation—Boston, Hampton Roads, 
Charleston, New Orleans, and sub- 
ports of those commands from Sears- 
port, Me., to San Jacinto, Texas—are 
utilized by NYPE for shipments to 
either theater of operations for which 
it has supply responsibility, with 
NYPE having command authority 
over all operations related to the ship- 
ment of such supplies. 


The flow of oversea supply is 
charted on pages 91 and 92. Normal 
requisitions originate at the head- 
quarters of the Services of Supply 
overseas. They come direct to the 
Oversea Supply Division, which sends 
special elements on to Washington 
(together with its own reports of the 
status of various oversea stocks), and 
standard ones direct to the ASF or 
Technical Service depots. These pre- 
pare the requisitioned items for ship- 
ment, or call upon manufacturers to 
send them in to the depot or direct 
to the Port Transportation Division. 
The latter takes them either to the 
Water Division for water shipment 
or to La Guardia Airport for air ship- 
ment. These steps are detailed in 
subsequent articles. 


The slogan “enough at the right 
place and on time” has been the con- 
stant guide and goal for NYPE 
achievement. Based on reports of 


Theater Commanders, this goal has 
been reached and maintained con- 
tinuously throughout operations sub- 
sequent to Casablanca in Africa, 
Sicily, Italy, France, Germany; in 
spite of all of the adverse conditions 
encountered, such as enemy sub- 
marine and air activity, shortages of 
critical materials, manpower and 
weather conditions affecting loading 
or unloading operations, which con- 
front those attempting to move 
enormous quantities of supplies nec- 
essary to support war-time combat 
activities. Not one word of criticism 
implying “too little” or “too late” 
has been heard, even though, in order 
to accomplish the tremendous task, 
it was necessary to revise or change 
a great many accepted shipping prac- 
tices and methods established over 
a period of years. 


In order to accomplish fully a war- 
time military mission, the judgments 
and decisions of Theater Command- 
ers must be given first and foremost 
consideration. Their needs and re- 
quests for the immediate shipment 
of urgently required supplies must 
be met without question and without 
regard to difficulties imposed on 
loading ports. In order to meet urgent 
requests, it has been the practice of 
NYPE to leave available cargo space 
in ships open until the very latest 
hour possible prior to the deadline 
departure of a specific convoy. In still 
other cases, where the volume of sup- 
plies required urgently by the The- 
ater Commanders’ exceeded the 
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Military Logistics and Civilian Supply Have Much in Common 


There is a very close parallel between military and 
civilian supply, as study of the two comparable pre- 
ceding charts will indicate. Both distributing organiza- 
tions fill the vital zone between maker and user, both 
provide the essential service of moving products from 
point of manufacture to point of correct application. 

In preparing the “industrial Supply" chart, the par- 
allels were emphasized by utilizing the same diagram 
as that for Oversea Supply. Your familiarity with in- 
dustrial-distributor organization can thus assist you 
materially in understanding the more complicated mili- 
tary structure. Bear in mind, however, these two es- 
sential points: 

1. These are functional diagrams, not organization 
charts. They show processing of an order or requisition 
from its inception to delivery of the goods, not the line 
of authority. Thus men (executives, subordinates) are 
not shown, but jobs and operations are. 

2. The basic differences between military and civilian 
supply are the absence of the sales function and of 
monetary profit in the former. The military distributor 
has a reasonably assured market for everything he can 
deliver, while the industrial distributor must demom 
strate merchandise, adapt it to the buyer's problem, 
or otherwise convince him that it is worth its cost — 
and must do all this at ao profit. 

industrial requisitions or orders are initiated either 
by calls of the distributor's sales organization or by 
direct telephone order from a customer's purchasing 
department to the supplier's Order Department. These 
correspond to a military requisition on the Oversea 
Supply Division. The Order Department also performs 
functions similar to those of the OSD. It “edits” the 
purchase order — sending portions dealing with stocked 


items direct to the Warehouse and Order-assembly 
Department (a point of difference from OSD) for ful- 
fillment, directing more complex portions (those re- 
quiring application engineering) to the Technical Ser- 
vice sections (Technical Services), calling non-stocked 
items from the appropriate manufacturer's stocks 
(Depots) or requesting engineered products or ser- 
vices from the manufacturer's sales or engineering 
departments (Chiefs, Technical Services). These flow, 
in their course, to the Order-assembly Department 
from the maker's stock or direct from his Production 
Department, thus completing a cycle of ordering similar 
to that in Oversea Supply. 


Deliveries follow either of two routes also, by truck 
or train from the Shipping Dept. (Water Division) for 
routine or non-priority items that can await the next 
“convoy™, or by special delivery or messenger (Air 
Transport) for rush items. Industry's Receiving Plat- 
forms correspond to the Port of Debarkation. 

The major distinction, obvious by study of the two 
charts, is in the absence of the sales function in military 
supply. In the Army, the order and its fulfillment occur 
“within the family". Industrial distribution’s counter- 
part for the liaison on maintaining levels of overseas 
stocks (Material Status Report) and for assistance on 
special items of the Headquarters, ASF — at least in 
effort to aid—is the market data and information pro- 
vided to manufacturers and distributors by Mill Supplies. 
We do hasten to deny any command authority. 

Lastly, let us point out again that time is the most 
important factor, both in military logistics and indus- 
trial supply. Convenience and economy must frequently 
be sacrificed to save time. The cost is in dollars and in 
midnight oil, but the benefits more than repay both. 


amount of space held open for last- 
minute shipments, it has been neces- 
sary partially to discharge cargo 
previously loaded to allow sufficient 
space to guarantee immediate move- 
ment of those high-priority supplies. 


In spite of the many difficulties at- 
tending these last-minute changes 
and the disheartening job of loading 
or unloading and reloading under 
constant pressure, both military and 
civilian personnel have realized the 
importance of time in _ providing 
immediately needed items. Only 
through the complete cooperation of 
everyone involved in the shipment of 
supplies to our troops overseas has 
it been possible to accomplish one

“impossible” job after another, thus 
insuring a steadily accelerated flow 
of materials of the types required to 
carry out combat missions success- 


fully. 


During the early days of the war, 
at the time of and immediately fol- 
lowing our invasion of North Africa 
at Casablanca, convoys sailed on 
regular schedule, but several weeks 
elapsed between sailing. Since that 
time, increased production of ships 
has permitted reduction of the in- 
terval between convoys until it is now 
measured in days rather than weeks. 

In order to load ships to meet this 
greatly accelerated convoy schedule 
and to insure that ships are ready to 


sail at the appointed convoy sailing 
time, it has been necessary to dis- 
card many of the customs familiar to 
those engaged in vessel-loading oper- 
ations. Many ships are loaded si- 
multaneously from shore and lighter 
with special cargoes, consisting prin- 
cipally of unusually heavy equipment 
which requires the use of specially 
constructed pier cranes and Ifghter 
cranes as well as the ship’s own load- 
ing gear. Operations of this nature 
accomplish substantial reductions 
in loading time. Also the large, ex- 
pensive equipment used by an army 
in combat can not be considered 
just cargo. It is necessary that 
many items be partially dismantled 
and crated and that fragile parts be

protected carefully. Items which 
otherwise might present difficult 
problems in stowage are crated — 
thus converting a liability into an 
asset—the crates providing a smooth 
floor on top of which other cargo 
may be stowed. 

Vessels known as “seatrains”’, em- 
ployed prior to the war in service 
between U. S. ports and Cuba, have 
performed yeoman service. These 
vessels are equipped with built-in 
tracks on each of their three decks, 
and each is capable of handling at 
one time more than 50 set-up loco- 
motives and tenders of the type used 
by our forces in the European The- 
ater of Operations. Their speed and 
peculiar construction, plus heavy 
cranes installed in each ship by the 
Army, make them particularly adap- 
table for the handling of urgently 
needed heavy combat equipment such 
as the 250 tanks and combat vehicles 
that turned the tide for General 
Montgomery and his forces at El 
Alamein. 


‘ 


Another 


primary consideration 


given to the supply of our armies in 
combat is the protection of critical 
items, those items which could not 
be replaced easily. At the time of 
initial operations in North Africa, 
plans were already under way for the 


subsequent invasion of Normandy. 
Enormous quantities of supplies, in- 
cluding many critical items, were 
being shipped to the United King- 
dom t insure proper support for the 
invasion of the European continent 
which was to come. During this 
period, the North Atlantic was a 
submarine-infested sea and in spite 
of the herculean efforts of our Navy, 
German U-boats did penetrate con- 
voy defenses, and vessel sinkings 
were all too numerous to be con- 
sidered lightly. Under the circum- 
stances, the practice of “spread 
loading” critical items was adopted, 
that is, similar items considered of 
critical nature were loaded on many 
different vesséls rather than concen- 


trated in one ship. As a result, the 
loss of any one ship did not seriously 
jeopardize any impending operation. 

Plans for the invasion of South 
France required that large quantities 
of wheeled vehicles, tanks and other 
similar equipment be at the desig- 
nated point available to the troops 
ready for use immediately following 
landing operations. A plan was con- 
ceived to support this operation with 
vehicles, tanks and so forth, plus 
rations and ammunition, and ships so 
loaded were known as “flatted” ships. 
This plan of loading required that the 
food stuffs and ammunition be stowed 
in the bottom of the ship and boarded 
over with heavy supported planking 
capable of holding the weight of the 
heavy vehicles and tanks. The rations, 
ammunition and planking were in- 
stalled at ports of embarkation in 
the United States, and the ships were 
filled out with general supplies. 
After arriving at their North African 
destination, from which the invasion 
of South France was to be sup- 
ported, the general supplies were re- 
moved and necessary combat vehicles 
loaded. Hence, when the invasion got 
under way and troops and equipment 
were aboard, those troops had with 
them sufficient supplies of the types 
necessary to guarantee the success 
of their campaign. 

Again, just before D-day, 54 ships 
were loaded with specific combat 
cargoes, stowed in a manner which 
would permit immediate access to 
any type of required material. This 
was a well-thought-out plan carefully 
coordinated between Headquarters, 
ASF, in the United Kingdom and 
NYPE. These planned “pre-stowed” 
ships were dispatched to specified 
rendezvous to arrive on a_ prede- 
termined schedule. They arrived, met 
and became a part of the Allied in- 
vasion armada—and were the back- 
bone of supply for those first critical 
days on the Normandy beaches. 

Later, in order to aid in distribu- 
tion of supplies on the Continent, full 


shiploads of specified types of sup- 
plies were requested by the Com- 
manding General of Operations, 
including full shiploads of rations, 
full shiploads of Engineer supplies, 
full shiploads of vehicles or tanks, 
and many other items. These “com- 
modity-loaded” ships provided not 
only for immediate needs but also 
set up the reserve so essential to 
conduct a successful military cam- 
paign. For example, the concentra- 
tion of supplies of specified required 
types in the rear of combat opera- 
tions provided the necessary support 
to overcome the German break- 
through at Bastogne. 

“Commodity-loaded” ships are 
distinctly different from, but reminis- 
cent of, the “tea and calico” ships 
that accompanied our African inva- 
sion armada—ships that carried full 
cargoes of tea, sugar and cloth with 
which we paid Arab stevedores and 
dock labor that wouldn’t lift a finger 
for money. Then there were the dan- 
gerous cargoes—“Molotov cocktails” 
—full shiploads of highly inflam- 
mable packaged gasoline—full ship- 
loads of very real highly explosive 
bombs and ammunition—real trouble 
for Hitler, that had to be sent special 
delivery to plug any holes that might 
appear in our early supply lines. 
They weren’t safe and sound, but 
they were very effective. 

But military and civilian personnel 
at NYPE consider all such jobs 
routine business. Shipments that in- 
trigued them most were the unusual 
ones, such as insuring priority for 
air-express shipment of 250 sled- 
dogs to France to be used in hunting 
flyers forced down in the Alps; such 
as dispatching convoys with tug- 
towed strings of car floats topped by 
barges, heading through the sub- 
marine zone at an “all-out” speed of 
4 knots. One such convoy ran into a 
hurricane near the close of a 32-day 
voyage and the tugs hunted free 
barges for days—as did a number of 
smaller units of the Atlantic fleet.

through this and other ports; control- 
ling the maintenance and utilization 
of port reserves to be used in filling 
overseas requisitions. 

All requisitions go to the Mail, 
Requisition and Cable Sub-Section 
and are entered in the Requisition 
Register. This lists Supply Section’s 
Register number, requisition date, 
theater requisition number, descrip- 
tion and remarks; original, duplicate 
and triplicate mail and record num-

bers; acknowledgement to the thea- 
ter and edited copy to theater. 

A routing slip containing file num- 
bers, dates, and registration number 
is then made out. On this slip is 
stamped the Supply Service to which 
the requisition goes for extracting and 
the convoy for which supplies should 
be set up. 

If the requisition requires War De- 
partment approval, it is sent to the 
Chief of the particular Technical 
Service in Washington. When it is 
returned, it is prepared the same way 
as those not requiring approval. 

After registration, a routing slip 
is made out and a convoy designator 
indicated hereon. The requisition 
goes to the indicated service. An 
availability control card is set up by 
the Mail, Requisition and Cable Sub- 
Section for the purpose of checking 
on prompt and complete processing. 
In addition to the availability control 
file, Col. Enger’s office maintains its 
own Status of Extract and Period 
file to assure prompt processing of 
the requisition through the Supply 
Section since it is imperative that 
each phase of the shipping period be 
completed in the prescribed time. 


Establishing The Cycles 


The requisition is forwarded to one 
of the Services for extracting and 
editing. If it calls for items handled 
by the Quartermaster, for example, it 
goes to the Quartermaster Service, 
Oversea Supply Division. Other Serv- 
ices include Ordnance, Transporta- 
tion, Engineers, Chemical Warfare, 
Signal and Medical. 

To stabilize the process of requisi- 
tioning and supplying, a shipping 
cycle was set up by which theater 
commanders could determine the 
timing of their requisitions. Convoys 
depart on definite schedules. The 
time the requisition is received by 
Oversea Supply Division to the time 
the material ordered in that requisi- 
tion is shipped is called a cycle. 
Each cycle is broken down into 
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REQUISITIONS BY OSD 


smaller periods in which editing and 
dispatching, processing, setting up, 
movement and loading, is done. Nor- 
mally, a cycle covers approximately 
52 days. 

The requisition officer must have 
his requisitions made up and sent to 
NYPE approximately 10 days before 
the Cut-Off Date which is the begin- 
ning of the cycle. When the requisi- 
tion arrives at Oversea Supply Divi- 
sion (OSD), the work of editing and 
dispatch begins. All normal requisi- 
tions must be extracted by the Cut- 
Off Date for shipment in convoys de- 
parting before the end of a given 
Shipping Period. Requisitions re- 
ceived after the Cut-Off Date are pro- 
cessed for the next Shipping Period. 


Deadlines Must Be Met 


The next step in a Shipping Period 
is the processing period during which 
the depots receive the extracts from 
the theater’s basic requisitions and 
determines what material is available. 
All this work must be done by the 
Initial Date which marks the close of 
the processing period. 

The set-up period follows. In this 
period, the material must be readied 
for transportation to the port. This 
means segregating and packing. The 
period ends on the Limiting Date, at 
which time all available material must 
be ready for shipment to a designated 
port, and by which time notice of any 
delayed non-availability 
must be sent to the Supply Section 
for transmission overseas. 


items or 


The next period is the movement 
period in which material is in transit 
from depots or other storage points 
to the port. All this must be done by 
the Deadline Date which ends this 
phase of the work. 

The final period is the loading 
period during which time the ma- 
terial is loaded. 

Theater commanders make out req- 
uisitions according to rules set down 
by the War Department in order to 
obtain supplies in the overseas bases 
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for a minimum level of 30 days and 
a maximum level of 60 days. Quan- 
tities are determined from experience 
factors worked out by the War De- 
partment from records, theater oper- 
ating reports and other sources. Any 
unusual demands must be approved 
by the War Department before OSD 
schedules shipment. 

With each requisition is some basic 
information concerning description 
of supplies, purposes, period of ship- 
ment sought, factors. strength, ma- 
terial on hand, whether requisition 
supersedes another, dues in ( material 
in procurement or en route), pack- 
ing, deliveries, destination and mark- 
ings, tonnage and any other informa- 
tion pertinent to the requisition. This 
is checked in the Supply Section and, 
in the event of needing approval, is 
sent to the War Department.

For instance, should Overseas Sup- 
ply Division find more shoes “due in” 
than the requisitioning officer had 
allowed, the requisition would be cut 
down and the overseas officer told 
why. In the case of a destroyed stor- 
age depot, usually the reason why 
the larger amount is requested is 
attached to the requisition and the 
request is promptly granted. Should 
the requisition call for supplies of 
which there are not enough to go 
around—such as during the artillery 
ammunition shortage last year—the 
War Department settles things by al- 
locating until production catches up.

After the editing job has been com- 
pleted, the next step is to make little 
orders out of the big ones, i. e.. 
extract items. Extracting is done for 
two principal reasons: to get the 
requisitions to the specified depot 
from which the shipment is to be 
made, and, to distribute the ship-

proper ports. As previously men- 
tioned, Oversea Supply Division de- 
termines, in relation to requested or 
possible shipping dates, what ports

status on seventh day, status on tenth 
day, all available at an instant’s notice. 

Using the cover-sheet carbon copy 
for data need for the above files, 
the Availability Control unit of the 
Supply Section passes on two copies 
of the requisition (now in extract 
form) to the depots for supply action 


without delay. One copy of the ex- 
tract is now placed in the hands of 
the Electric Accounting Machine unit 
for the purpose of recording arrival 
of the supplies in NYPE, and is then 
passed on to the Port Technical 
Service for follow-up work. An edited 
copy of the requisition is returned to 
the theater commander where it origi- 
nated. There it is checked for changes. 

Another copy of the extract is sent 
to the Cargo Charting Sub-Section of 
the Movements Branch where the es- 
timated tonnages and shipping in- 
structions to determine cargoes are 
noted in order to plan ships’ cargoes.

The successful experience 
of the various Quartermaster Depots 
during the war has proved that the 
system has flexibility and uses in 
many lines. It costs money to handle 
goods case by case. The secret of 
low cost warehousing operations lies 
in the reduction of such case by case 
handling to the very minimum.

WHILE OTHER SECTIONS in NYPE are 
concerned with requisitions, orders 
on depots, and the attendant neces- 
sarily voluminous paper work, it is 
upon the shoulders of the Transporta- 
tion Division that rests the responsi- 
bility for the physical delivery of ma- 
terial. The activities of the Transpor- 
tation Division and its closely allied 
operating unit, the Water Division. 
are the culmination of the efforts of 
all NYPE ‘sections and sub-sections. 
These, then, are the units which liter- 
ally deliver the goods. 
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Although their primary function 
involves the extensive use of brawn, 
Transportation’s and Water’s job, by 
no means, can be classified as strictly 
a physical one. The need for coordin- 
ation of their activities with other 
Port divisions necessitates exchange 
of reports and data. Only by em- 
ploying this medium can Transporta- 
tion insure the delivery of the right 
amounts of material at the right 
times. The néed for such insurance 
is apparent when it is understood that 
under the guidance of Transportation 
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some three to four million measure- 
ment tons (40 cu. ft. to a ton) of 
materials are handled monthly, from 
ports which are utilized to supply the 
European and Mediterranean theaters. 

Once requisitioned material leaves 
a depot, the Transportation Division 
takes charge. Through the Chief of 
Transportation in Washington, the di- 
vision can check on the location of 
any carload of material. This is ac- 
complished through the cooperation 
of the railroads which carry most 
material from depots to the port. 
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Only a small amount is trucked. 

Flexibility is the predominant fea- 
ture of all work done by the Trans- 
portation Division.

Although it would seem NYPE’s re-

RUSSIA AND AMERICA 


ALLIES—or else... 





combined endeavor of the United Nations. Only 
through sustained joint effort can the fruits of 
that victory be reaped. 

Without disparaging the truly heroic contributions 
of others, three of the Allies may fairly be credited 
with having made the major contributions to victory 
over the European Axis—the United Kingdom, 
Russia, and the United States. The close accord of 
these three nations is no less crucial to the accom- 
plishment of the tasks that remain. 

First of these is the war against Japan. It still re- 
quires winning. Even without any help from others, 
the United States could make good this victory, but 
the war’s duration will be speeded by the marshaled 
effort of the United Nations. 

Next, and not less important, is the task of establish- 
ing a basis for enduring peace. In this struggle our 
enemies are more formidable than any we have faced 
—national ambitions, prejudices, suspicions and dis- 
trusts, the staggering burden of tradition and debili- 
tating cynicism born of past failure, the cleaving 
wedges of divergent languages, thought patterns, eco- 
nomic creeds and procedures —an array of difficulties 
as baffling as fog and as formidable as a deluge. They 
can be vanquished only by a continuance of the work- 
ing accord between the United States, Russia, and 
Britain that was forged on the anvil of European 
conflict. 


\ ] ICTORY in Europe was won only through the 
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This high appraisal of the decisive importance of 
the Big Three in determining the destiny of the 
United Nations organization, ia no way depreciates 
the importance of the role to be played by France, by 
China, or the other freedom-seeking nations repre- 
sented at San Francisco. All of us are committed to 
the building of a genuinely representative security 
organization in the conviction that by such means 
alone can we possibly achieve a just and lasting peace. 
3ut the strength of any international machinery will 
depend upon the validity of Russian-British-Ameri- 
can cooperation. If these three are able to achieve 
substantial harmony of aim and procedure, a world 
organization that includes them can operate with 
effective coherence. If they pull apart, the United 
Nations will break up into competing and jealously 
hostile blocs. 

This is inevitable because of the sheer weight of 
these three nations in the world’s affairs. Between 
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them they account for perhaps half of the world’s in- 
come and from two-thirds to three-quarters of its 
industrial output. Once Japan has been crushed, they 
will control an overwhelming preponderance of the 
world’s armed might. Each of them will wield military 
power on a scale quite beyond the power of any em- 
bryo security league to hold in check. Only if all three 
are resolved to keep the peace and to enforce it 
through the Security Council, can that body hope to 
accomplish its aim. 

Although there is a tendency on both sides of the 
Atlantic to indulge somewhat recklessly in mutual 
criticism, the ties between Britain and America are 
too firm to be severed by any foreseeable strain. But 
that has not been true of our relations with Russia. 
Even while fighting a war in which our respective 
ways-of-life were at stake, the inestimable services 
of each to the other were rendered as friendly but in- 
dependent associates rather than as fully trusted 
partners. Now again, as we approach the difficult and 
vitally important task of building a world organiza- 
tion and of devising a European peace, the task of our 
delegates is complicated by national attitudes under 
which each hopes for the best from the other, while 
fearing the worst. 

But the stakes for us both —and for the rest of the 
world —are too high to be played for in a diplomatic 
poker game. Russia has no inhibitions in demanding 
what she wants, and our own vital interests must be 
stated and upheld with undeviating firmness. Yet we 
both must face the stark fact that few advantages 
that either nation might gain at the cost of dissipating 
the good will of our wartime association could be 
worth the price thus paid.

The first steps toward establishing confidence lie 
in a frank recognition of what may contribute to the 
lack of it and in a definition of what can be done to 
restore it. 

1. Probably the greatest single area of reciprocal dis- 
trust between Russia and our own country is based on 
the fear of each that the other may try to interfere with 
its domestic, economic, and political affairs. Each purports 
to see the beam of meddlesome intervention in the other’s 
eye, while it ignores the mote in its own. Thus the Soviet 
Union remembers that we participated in the foreign 
military intervention at the time of her civil revolution, 
and afterwards lent our support to successive boycotts of 
her trade, of her gold, and of her credit needs, For our 
part, we remember the Soviet Union’s doctrine, and 





aggressive support, of revolutionary international com- 
munism. 

We feel that Russia should find satisfactory evidence 
of our present willingness to have her develop her inter- 
nal institutions as she will in the aid that we have given 
her during the war, and in the record of our good-neigh- 
bor policy as applied to Latin America. She, no doubt, 
resents our lingering suspicions in the face of her de- 
clared policy of 1941 to refrain from any attempt to 
influence the political or economic structure of foreign 
nations. Certainly, each of us will need the repeated 
reassurance that can come only through sustained per- 
formance by the other in the years ahead. Meanwhile, 
much will be gained if each will give to the other’s good 
faith the benefit of the doubt, while it scrupulously 
guards its own conduct to avoid even the appearance 
of backsliding. ; 

2. A second zone of suspicion is created by those meas- 
ures which each of us interprets as natural and necessary 
bulwarks of national security when they are our own, 
but as evidence of dangerously aggressive imperialism 
when taken by the other. In our view, at least, such de- 
mands as we have voiced for island trusteeships or for 
other naval bases appear mildly conservative as com- 
pared with Soviet claims for annexation of territory and 
for a general orbit of influence, under governments 
friendly to her, throughout eastern Europe in particular. 

There can be no easy solution to that problem. Bi-focal 
vision, by which one nation can look through a second 
lens ground to the prescription of another, seldom is 
achieved in international affairs. The success of the San 
Francisco Conference will provide a mechanism for in- 
ternational definition of principles and procedures which 
at least might relieve the inevitable strains. Most impor- 
tant will be the record of how each of us proceeds in our 
respective courses of action. Soviet performance thus far 
is highly unsatisfactory to us. While we have taken pains 
to clear our procedure with her, she has taken action in 
the Baltic, in Austria, and in Poland without even ad- 
vance notice to us. 

A major test of our ability to cooperate may be found 
in the Allied administration of conquered Germany. The 
proposed four-headed control of a four-way partitioned 
nation promises to be at best an extremely awkward 
mechanism of administration. At worst, it can result in 
continuous and dangerous bickering between the repre- 
sentatives of Britain, France, the United States, and 
Russia in the Berlin coordinating center, and in hope- 
lessly divergent procedures in their several zones of 
administration. There will be a compelling need for all 
of us to exercise all of the wisdom and cooperative resolve 
that we possibly can muster. 

3. A third testing ground for the future of American- 
Soviet relationships will be defined by the course of 
Russia in our continuing war with Japan. We are not 
unmindful of the toll paid by the Soviet Union in its 
magnificent European war effort. But we still are locked 
in a desperate struggle with an enemy that exemplifies 
the Fascism which America and Russia equally denounce. 
And that war is being fought in an area where Russian 
interests are importantly at stake. 

Russia has an extraordinary opportunity to create good 
will by throwing her weight speedily and effectively on 
our side. There is no doubt but that the final Pacific 
settlement will generate problems comparable with those 
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of the European peace, but it is equally certain that the 
continuation of the European comradeship in arms can 
do much to promote an enduring and confident postwar 
friendship. 

4. A fourth, and highly important, potential source 
of suspicion and irritation is the intellectual blockade 
that the Soviet Union has maintained against the free 
flow of travel, intercourse, and exchange of ideas. We 
can understand the genesis of this policy and the reasons 
for its continuance while Russia entertained a constant 
fear of attack by powerful enemies. But the sustained 
perpetuation of such a quarantine by so strong a nation 
as the present U.S.S.R. could not be accepted as a protec- 
tive measure. Inevitably it would generate suspicion that 
it was rather an instrument of nationalistic isolation or 
even of contemplated aggression. A way-of-living, at 
arm’s length, with a nation that maintains such intellec- 
tual quarantines is possible; any whole-hearted partner- 
ship of effort is quite impracticable. 

5. Trading between a free-enterprise nation and one 
that operates all foreign commerce as a government 
monopoly can give rise to many frictions. That subject is 
too complicated for exposition here. Suffice it to say that, 
while difficult, it is not impossible to conduct such trade 
with mutual advantage. We are in a position to help 
Russia greatly with her program of industrial rehabilita- 
tion and expansion at great saving of cost in terms of her 
current scale of living. In return, we must have assur- 
ance that her government monopoly trading will be 
conducted for commercial rather than political ends, and 
that it will be used to encourage rather than to restrict 
multilateral and non-discriminatory world trade. 
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This is a representative list of the major areas in 
which misunderstanding and distrust may be gener- 
ated, or allayed, in Russian-American relationships. 
No doubt, an equally honest list drawn by a citizen of 
the Soviet Union would be more heavily weighted by 
those features of our behavior which irritate and 
stimulate distrust on their side. If such a catalog were 
to be presented, it should receive our most searching 
and responsible consideration. 

For it is of utmost importance that our two nations, 
in concert with the other United Nations, learn how to 
get along in mutual confidence and respect. Our un- 
derstanding of each other now is so imperfect that 
our negotiations are punctuated with continuous irri- 
tations over little issues. This, inevitably, will con- 
tinue until such matters are submerged in the general 
confidence that can be achieved only through satis- 
factory settlement of the big issues. We must succeed 
in this, or the defeat of Japan will merely mark the 
end of the Second in a series of World Wars.

Distributors’ Contract Termination Ills Beginning 


Like the trickle preceding the col- 
lapse of the dam, a few cancellation 
problems are beginning to beset indus- 
trial distributors. Although cancella- 
tions have been going out at the rate 
of $2.000.000,000 to $3.000.000.000 
monthly since April 1. and will continue 
at that rate through June, the momen- 
tum has not yet built up to a_ point 
where it makes any appreciable splash 
at the distributor’s level in the sub- 
contract tier. According to Washington 
termination officials, distributors prob- 
ably will not begin to feel the full force 
of the flood until early July. 

Informal checks among contract set- 
tlement authorities last month brought 
to light two pieces of pertinent advice 
both given before. but repeated for those 
who have not yet set their cancellation 
houses in order. 

There have been occasions where dis- 
tributors have been lax in seeing to it 
that verbal orders are followed up with 
written confirmations. 

Verbal orders given and accepted in 
good faith but in 
getting settlement on cancellations the 


re bona fide orders. 


whole matter is immensely simplified if 
the distributor has a purchase order. 

This means that if he finds himself 
with unwanted stock as a result of re- 
fusal by his customer to take delivery. 
he may fill in the proper contract set- 
tlement form (usually either la or 1) 
and send it to his customer who routes 
it through the proper channels for set- 
tlement. A few claims have been set- 
tled in this manner but to date most 
have been resolved through negotiations 
between the customer, the distributor 
and the manufacturer. To date the 
Pacific war and continuing shortages 
have made the situation less acute. 
However, as cancellations increase the 
opportunities for satisfactory settlement 
without resort to official procedures will 
become fewer.

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Wire Replacement 
Allotments Rise 


A warehouse may enter stock replace- 
ment orders for copper wire mill prod- 
ucts in any calendar month up to 33 1-3 
percent of deliveries made from stock 
during the second quarter of 1944, in- 
stead of the previous 25 percent, ac- 
cording to an amendment to Dir. 4 to 
CMP Reg. 4. In addition, warehouses 
may until July 1, 1945, enter deferred 
warehouse stock orders provided the 
total amount so ordered in any calendar 
month does not exceed 331-3 percent 
of deliveries made from stock during 
the second calendar quarter of 1944 
as reported on Form WPB-3009. 


Service Tool Makers 
Favor Retaining E-6 


Although Limitation Order L-216 has 
been revoked, service tool manufacturers 
are reported to be against any similar 
action by WPB of Order E-6 which 
provides a quota of production for dis- 
tributors. The manufacturers feel that 
the demand for mechanics’ hand serv- 
ice tools will continue to be heavy be- 
cause of the Japanese war and revoca- 
tion of E-6 will make it difficult or im- 
possible to ship 25 percent of any firm’s 
production to jobbers because, under 
Prior. Reg. 1, all rated orders would 
take precedence in shipment. 

It was pointed out that revocation of 
E-6 would cause a vast flood of non- 
rated orders thrown at tool manufac- 
turers on which there would be no pos- 
sibility of shipment for a long time. It 
was felt this would bring about greatly 
increased correspondence and 
tainty throughout the industry.

Distributors Hit 
By Price Rises 


The increase of between one and two 
percent in basic steel prices announced 
late last month by OPA for 14 basic 
mill products were not extended to 
jobbers and warehouses on all items, the 
distributors being allowed to pass on 
the increased cost on five and to absorb 
higher rates on seven. 

Warehouses and jobbers may pass on 
the following rises: 

1—Thirty-five cents per 100 lbs. for 
bright nails and staples, replacing the 
increase of 25 cents per 100 Ibs. au- 
thorized at the mill level on Jan. 11. 

2——Twenty cents per 100 lbs. for gal- 
vanized roofing and siding and 10 cents 
per 100 pounds for painting roofing and

Traveling Stockroom 
Solved Layout Problem 


Watch the “traveling stockroom” in 
post war industry. Often praised in the 
past, but seldom installed, it is now 
being used so successfully in war work 
by so many plants that it bids fair to 
become standard practice as the return 
is made to peacetime operating condi- 
tions. The “traveling stockroom” is, of 
course, nothing else but a conveyor that 
stores parts as well as moves them. 

Case in point is supplied by National 
Cash Register Co., Dayton. Here the 
technique has been given a thorough 
workout in the assembly of B-24 and 
B-29 carburetors, with such outstanding 
success that already it has been adapted 
to the assembly of one regular peace- 
time product and will be used in the 
manufacture of others as soon as change- 
overs from current wartime output are 
authorized. 

There are four such conveyors—total 
length, 1800 ft.—in the NCR carburetor 
assembly department, all of the over- 
head-cable-trolley type, and all so care- 
fully integrated with floor conveyors of 
the belt and roller variety that the end- 
result is a well-articulated handling 
“system” which provides the following 
benefits: (1) Eliminates manual trans- 
portations. (2) Minimizes handling at 
the workplace. (3) Saves floor space. 
(4) Assures steady flow of work. (5)

When in operation our air com- 
pressors made an excessive amount of 
noise. After several attempts to quiet 
them, we discovered that the noise of 
the valves on their seats was apparently 
being transmitted by the discharge pip- 
ing to the receivers. The latter acted 
as a sounding board to amplify the 
sound many times.

In Heavy Demand 


Peak gray iron gray casting produc- 
tion for a considerable period will be re- 
quired, WPB advised the Industry ad- 
visory committee recently. Production 
totaled 857,616 tons in March, ihe high- 
est level since 1941, as compared with 
752,266 tons in February. These totals 
included ingot molds, car wheels and 
soil and pressure pipe. 

Production is still below total re- 
quirements for castings for trucks and 
other vehicles. Superimposed on these 
requirements were new civilian demands 
for castings to be used in machine tools, 
farm machinery, essential civilian prod- 
ucts where demand is increasing as a re- 
sult of continued relaxation of WPB 
controls. 

Some difficulties have been experi- 
enced in appraising full extent of cut- 
backs at foundry levels.

Hurts Workers and Firms 


Under the title “Management Can 
Talk Back to Labor” Factory reports 
an industry trend toward forthright, 
factual replies by management to 
forensic tirades from labor organizers. 

“One of the foremost labor relations 
problems of today is the incessant din of 
anti-management publicity carried on 
by labor leaders and editors,” the pub- 
lication said.

It was pointed out the ground rules 
of the Wagner Act, in union organizing 
situations, have been liberalized by the 
United States Supreme Court and that 
management does have the right to coun- 
teract the effects of misstatements. Suc- 
cesses of the Edward G. Budd Manufac- 
turing Co., the American Tube Bending 
Co. and Allis-Chalmers Manufacturing 
Co. in speaking out were cited. Allis- 
Chalmers, for instance, explained its 
discipline control board to employes 
through booklets and comic-strip-type 
illustrations after it had been branded 
a “gestapo” by the union.

Surplus Problem On 
Old Machine Tools 


The real surplus problem is the 
700,000 machine tools over fifteen years 
old that still are part of the facilities of 
America’s metal-working shops, asserts 
American Machinist. 

These machines, for the good of the _ 
country, should be broken up and fed 
into cupolas. Study of the surplus prob- 
lem in this country, plus knowledge of 
the plan now in effect in Britain, leads 
to certain broad conclusions that should 
aid in dissipating the current confusion. 

It is impossible to tackle the prob- 
lem intelligently without knowing how 
many machines the government owns, 
what they are, where they are and what 
they are capable of doing. As of today, 
no count of that kind has been made. 

The Reconstruction Finance Corpo- 
ration, officially designated government 
sales agency, could supplement its own 
efforts by permitting discounts or com- 
missions to legitimate dealers and to 
builders who would rebuild machines 
for customers. An arrangement of that 


kind is part of the British plan.

Has Obscure Handicaps 


Those who are optimistic about 
speedy reconversion on the part of auto- 
mobile manufacturers are banking heav- 
ily on the industry’s ingenuity. Aside 
from normal difficulties with tools, dies, 
and raw materials, there are obscure, 
but important, handicaps, Business 
Week points out. For example, when 
auto manufacturers approach textile 
mills about upholstery, they usually are 
told to seek WPB’s help.

Still more obscure is a small matter 
of solder.

Electric Generation 
By Wind Practicable 


Emphasing that there is more justifi- 
cation for application of wind-power 
for electric generation than has been 
realized. Electrical World points out 
that areas of the United States remote 
from hydro and fuel resources are 
the areas which present relatively con- 
stant winds of high average velocities, 

Percy H. Thomas, office of chief en- 
gineer. Federal Power Commission, has 
designed a 7,500-kw. wind-power gener. 
ating station which is announced in the 
magazine. Describing the plant, Elec- 
trical World says: “It involves two 2- 
blade turbine wheels at the ends of a 
200-ft. bridge rotatable at the top of a 
500-ft. tower. Each wheel is geared 
through speed-raising bevel gears to the 
electric generating system housed in a 
circular room at the center of the 
bridge. 

“The wheel speed of the Thomas de- 
sign is proportional to the wind velocity 
up to 34 mph for which the rotational 
speed is 42.75 rpm. At that speed the 
calculated delivered capacity is 7,700- 
kw. The generator has been designed 
to be a location where the 
average wind available is in the range 
from 23 to 25 mph., with a second de- 
sign adapted to a wind-velocity range 
from 18 to 21 mph. 

“An estimate as to cost per kw, based 
on an assumed contract for 10 units 
in groups on two or three neighboring 
sites, results in $68 per kw. including 
all recognized indirect and overhead 
expenses including insurance. It is as 
sumed that the operating costs will fall 
between one-third and one-half mill 
per kw.-hr. Annual operating costs are 
estimated at $1.80 per week kw. of 
rated capacity.”

The trend’ of business continues 
downward as more reports of cancel- 
lations are noted. There appears to be 
a sharp decline of incoming orders but 
the over-all picture is not, as yet, dis- 
turbing. The true impact of termin- 
ations may pick up materially in the 
next sixty to ninety days. according to 
the May report of the business survey 
of the National of Pur- 
chasing Agents. 

General—WPB screening of proposed 
cutbacks and terminations appears to 
be slowing up business. Ordnance and 
maritime cancellations are particularly 
noticeable. While not yet affected to 
any great extent, the machine tool 
industry will shortly feel the cancella- 
tions in the heavy shell program. The 
resumption of work in southern mines 
has reopened all the blast and open 
hearth furnaces in the district. A con- 
tinued decline in the shipyards’ busi- 
ness is reported; and it is expected to 
continue until the end of summer, when 
employment in shipyards will be stabil- 
ized at levels necessary to carry on the 
repair work required to prosecute the 
war with Japan. In general, business 
at the moment continues strong, but 
with V-E day actually here, industrial 
buyers look for and are ready for 
many cancellations. A _ considerable 
backlog of orders for civilian goods 
is now accumulating as potential busi- 
ness as soon as restrictions are lifted. 
Prices—Some further advances in steel 
prices are predicted, but no announce-

ment has been made to date. Raw 
materials continue at ceilings. It is 


difficult to predict the future trend of 
prices and appears too early to make 
a forecast.

from now on. Where indications of 
freer deliveries appear, inventories are 
being cut more in line with normal 
operation. Elimination of long inven- 
tories where tied in with strictly war 
items is advocated. Some materials are 
still very tight; malleable and steel 
castings are good examples. While not 
declining, some manufacturers’ inven- 
tories appear too low for efficient opera- 
tion. No general change appears in the 
west coast situation. Factory deliveries 
are averaging about four months; rail- 
roads report full capacity in west- 
bound freight, with further increases 
expected. West coast buyers, generally, 
feel they will experience even greater 
difficulty in maintaining inventories now 
that the Pacific is the scene of increased 
action.

for brass mill production was set in 
March, WPB advised the Industry Ad- 
visory Committee.

Surplus “Digging” 
Units Recommended

“Digging Committees” to work with 
the armed services and procurement 
agencies in ferreting out surpluses, es- 
pecially critical items, were suggested 
by Bernard M. Baruch, co-author of the 
Baruch-Hancock report, to the Surplus 
Property Board early in May and the 
idea got an unexpected boost from Sena- 
tor Tom Stewart, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Small Business Committee, who 
charged that the Government has §$2,- 
700,000,000 worth of machine tools, but 
has “no exact knowledge” of what or 
where they are. 

Senator Thomas put the job of cata- 
loguing up to SPB and insisted that his 
committee will press for passage of 
legislation to require SPB to catalog all 
machine tools in the hands of Govern- 
ment agencies. Brig. Gen. David N. 
Hauseman, director of Army Service 
Forces Readjustment Division, had tes- 
tified that the War Department, one 
of the largest owners of machine tools in 
the world, had estimated that it could 
release 12,020 standard general-purpose 
and 3,000 special-purpose machine tools 
within 60 days after VE-Day. It was 
further estimated that monthly there- 
after, for a period of four months, ap- 
proximately 4,400 standard general- 
purpose and 600 special-purpose ma- 
chine tools will be released. However, 
these figures were based on possible 
cutbacks and not to be regarded as too 
accurate.

reported that 653 bids were received 


from 53 bidders for 122 machine tools 
offered in a sealed bid sale at the Water- 
vliet Arsenal, Watervliet, N. Y. Nine 
tenths of the tools offered were more 
than 25 years old and bids were received 
for all but 14, bids on 75 tools being 
accepted and 33 rejected. 

RFC scheduled five more sales in 
May—one in Springfield, Ill., one in 
Indianapolis, Ind.; one at Eddystone, 
Pa.; Meadeville, Pa.; Wilmington, Del.; 
and Charlestown, S. C., in line with 
RFC’s policy of making the tools avail- 
able to industry “as fast as they are de- 
clared surplus.” 

SPB’s Regulation 2 tackled the prior- 
ities problem by establishing a period 
of 30 days in which Federal, state and 
local priorities may be exercised and 
after that, the remaining property must 
be offered to commercial buyers which 
is expected to save commercial buyers 
many headaches. 

Robert T. Amis, former special as- 
sistant to the Secretary of Labor, was 
appointed as director of compliance for 
SPB on May 1; James S. Knowlson of 
Chicago, Stewart-Warner Corp., presi- 
dent, was named central field commis- 
sioner for the European theater by 
Thomas B. McCabe, Army-Navy Liqui- 
dation Commissioner, and David Loth, 
formerly in charge of publications for 
Inter-American Affairs Office, was 
named director of information for SPB, 
replacing Maj. William P. Tidwell. 

Undersecretary Al Schindler was ap- 
pointed hy Secretary of Commerce 
Henry A. Wallace to direct disposal ac- 
tivities for the department. 


Control On Tire 
Dealers Tightened 


Tightening of tire dealers’ record- 
keeping requirements and several other 
changes in the tire rationing program, 
all designed to protect the nation’s 
small supply of tires, were announced 
by the OPA. Dealers will be required 
starting June 1, to maintain current 
records and to take a monthly inven- 
tory to establish accountability for tires 
and tire certificates. 

Coupled with recent cancellation of 
tire certificates dated before Dec. 1, 
1944, and a requirement that manu- 
facturers turn in certificates monthly to 
OPA verification centers for screening, 
the new action completes a comprehen- 
sive program to stop illegal tire sales 
and transfers.

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Government Tools 
Offered to Users 


Contractors now producing war mate- 
riel in privately-owned plants with Gov- 
ernment owned plant equipment have a 
chance to convert to peacetime produc- 
tion more speedily by buying those items 
of equipment necessary to peacetime 
production now, even though their use 
on war contracts may continue for some 
time. The Surplus Property Board is- 
sued Reg. 6 which permits such sales in 
plants now operated under “facilities 
contracts”. 

Such contracts generally grant the 
contractor the option to purchase all 
Government-owned plant equipment in 
his possession at the time his contract is 
terminated. Contractors who purchase 
plant equipment under the regulation 
must waive such options. Plant equip- 
ment includes a variety of items, rang- 
ing from machine tools to cafeteria 
equipment. 

Machine tool prices are set by exist- 
ing regulations of SPB and its predeces- 
sor, the Surplus War Property Admin- 
istration, taking into consideration 
original cost, depreciation and heavy 
usage undergone. Equipment not read- 
ily severable, such as custom built con- 
veyor systems, etc., will be made on the 
basis of its value to the purchaser. 

SPB says that such sales will not re- 
sult in concentration of plant equip- 
ment in the hands of large established 
enterprises as there will be enough 
equipment for all. At about the time 
machine tools and other equipment are 
released, ample quantities of similar 
surplus equipment will be available for 
general disposition as surplus. Ma- 
chine tool production during the last 
four years has been greater than that 
during the 30 years preceding. Seventy- 
five percent of the tools four years old 
or less are owned by the Government 
and more than half of these are in gov- 
ernment-owned plants and are not sub- 
ject to the Regulation.

The Manager's Page . . . Where the views ex- 
pressed are his own. If you disagree—start shooting .. . 


PLAY BALL! 


My mail, the past few days, has included a number 
of letters that comment on “Backfires” item, “Heads I 
Win, Tails You Lose,” appearing in the May issue. 
Most came from distributors but there are a few from 
manufacturers. Thus far all are of congratulatory 
nature. 

There certainly is no reason why any manufacturer 
with a distributor policy should take exception to the 
remarks made. It is conceivable that a manufacturer 
with a “policy and a policy,” to use the expression of a 
distributor friend of mine, wouldn’t like it. It’s this 
bouncing ball type that the remarks are aimed at, but, 
like a bouncing ball they won’t stay put long enough to 
answer back. 

It’s eleven o’clock on the timepiece of postwar sales 
An hour to go and a lot to be done if this 
industry is to leau in sales and service to industrial 


planning. 


buyers—come peacetime economy. Bouncing ball type 
distributor policies had better to be de-bounced in the 
hour that’s left. 

Nothing less than clear cut manufacturer-distributor 
cooperation will carry this industry to the peak of 
efficiency that tomorrow’s business economy will demand 
of distribution. Manufacturers must know exactly 
where the ball is at all times; and, distributors must 
know that there are no hidden ball tricks if there is to 
be the kind of team work that wins business. 

There are too many carelessly operated distributor 
policies in existence today. Many may be the result 
of emergency conditions where the war drastically upset 
what may have originally been a well conceived plan and 
policy. Such conditions are rapidly wearing thin and 
these manufacturers will doubtless reestablish a clear 
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cut distributor policy in the near future. 

Manufacturers have the right to set up rules and 
regulations governing the franchise under which his 
distributors are to operate. They not only have the 
right to expect complete compliance under the agree- 
ments but can and should enforce it. There is no 
question about that! They also should live up to their 
obligations, under the agreement, and the distributor 
should insist on clear cut specifications as to what those 
obligations consist of. , 

Ninety percent of the misunderstandings that develop 
between manufacturers and distributors are the result of 
carelessly drawn agreements. The blame is equally di- 
vided. Neither party has any intention of taking advan- 
tage of the other, it’s just that one or the other has taken 
something for granted or failed to clearly establish the 
understanding in some point or some points of the 
franchise. 

Certainly there is nothing “Too Hot To Handle” about 
a selling agreement between manufacturer and distribu- 
tor. It’s purely a matter of the manufacturer deciding 
to use the distributor’s facilities to reach the industrial 
market. He calls the shots that make up the agreement 
and presents it to the distributors he wants to work with. 
The distributor takes it or leave it. If he takes it he 
is expected and required to live up to the terms of the 
agreement. So is the manufacturer! 

If there is to be any exception to the terms of the 
agreement, the time for either party to consult the 
other is before and not after breaking the agreement. 

There won’t be any “policy and a policy” in manu- 
facturer-distributor relations in this field if both mem- 
bers of the team know what they want, plan accordingly 
and then stick to the plan.
